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in jail on an unrelated matter. 

In Operation Igloo, po¬ 
lice trained their sights on 
mid-level drug dealers in the 
east end of Dartmouth. Four 
people were arrested last 
month and police recently ar¬ 
rested a fifth. 

“As a result of these two 
operations, a total of 17 
people — 15 men and two 
women ranging in age from 
16 to 65 — will face charges of 
trafficking,” said HRP Deputy 
Chief Bill Moore. 

They were allegedly selling 
crack cocaine and hydromor- 
phone, also known as Dilau- 
did. 

“An individual who is ad¬ 
dicted to these types of drugs 
will do whatever they need to 
do to get their next dose, in¬ 
cluding committing crimes to 
support their habit.” 

No guns were seized and 
only a small amount of drugs 
were seized by police during 
arrests, but that could be a 
result of the timing of the ar¬ 
rests, Moore said. Many were 
arrested out of their beds 
Wednesday morning and

weren’t working yet. 

“There’s always an oppor¬ 
tunity that another 17 could 
take their place ... but we’ll 
take these people out,” Moore 
said. 

“We hope to stem the tide, 
and the other thing is we’re 
hoping fewer people will be 
willing to step up because 
they see the other 17 in the 
criminal justice system.” 

Arrests are just one part of 
a larger strategy to discourage 
people from getting into the 
drug trade, Moore added. 

“If it is just catch and re¬ 
lease then there will always be 
somebody who wants to step 
up to do that.”

Halifax police say a 16-year- 
old girl was sexually 
assaulted while walking in 
the Dartmouth Common on 
the weekend. 

Police say at about 10:30 
p.m. last Saturday, the vic¬ 
tim was walking through 
the Common when a man 
approached her, and tried 
to speak to her. 

Feeling uneasy, she 
began to walk faster when 
the man grabbed her, 
pushed her to the ground 
and began touching her 
in what police say was a 
sexual manner. 

After screaming and 
trying to fight the man off, 
the suspect fled towards 
Alderney Drive. The victim 
went home and called 
police. 

“She yelled, she 
screamed and I think that 
likely led to this individual 
fleeing to avoid any further 
detection,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter. “I 
think her actions prevented 
this from possibly becom¬ 
ing even more serious.” 

Palmeter said the victim 
was interviewed by police 
on Wednesday about the in¬ 
cident, and the media were 
then notified immediately 
afterwards. 

Police say the suspect is 
a white male between the 
ages of 25 and 30, about 
five-foot-10 with a medium 
build and light-coloured 
buzzed hair.

The head of Canada’s Olym¬ 
pic boxing team lashed out 
Wednesday at the official who 
called Custio Clayton’s quarter¬ 
final bout in London. 

High-performance director 
Daniel Trepanier said Uzbek¬ 
istan’s Bahodir Jumaniyazov 
ignored the ruleboolc and cost 
the North Preston boxer a med¬ 
al in his loss to Great Britain’s 
Freddie Evans in the 69-kilo- 


gram welterweight class. “The 
referee was incompetent,” Tre¬ 
panier said Wednesday. 

The fight was scored 14-14 
after three rounds and Evans 
won on a tie-breaking count- 
back to clinch a minimum 
of bronze and end Clayton’s 
Olympic debut. 

But Trepanier said Jumani¬ 
yazov issued three cautions to 
Evans for the same foul and 
did not issue an automatic 
warning after the third foul 
that would have resulted in a 
two-point penalty and given 


Clayton a 16-14 victoiy. 

Rule 12.2.1 states that “a 
third caution for the same type 
of foul will mandatorily re¬ 
quire a warning to be issued.” 

“The rules were not fol¬ 
lowed,” Trepanier said. “The 
guy gave three cautions, he 
didn’t give any warning.” 

Boxing Canada appealed 
to the International Amateur 
Boxing Association (AIBA) to 
have the two-point penalty en¬ 
forced, but it was rejected late 
Tuesday night. A copy of the 
AIBA appeal rejection letter 


obtained by Metro Halifax said 
the following: “Every time, the 
blue comer (Evans) pushing 
down the opponent, the red 
comer (Clayton) was respon¬ 
sible for coming with his head 
low,” it says. “The AIBA Tech¬ 
nical and Competition mles 
have been commonly applied. 
For these reasons, the protest 
is rejected and the decision of 
the result of the bout remains 
as it is.” 

Although Trepanier said 
the AIBA has the right mles 
in place, he hopes they will 
be enforced more vigilantly 
at the 2016 Olympics in Rio 
de Janeiro. “We bring the top 
athletes to the Olympics; they 
should do the same for the 
judges and the referees at the 
next Games,” he said.

“It’s just the worst night¬ 
mare, because people don’t real¬ 
ly get the connection that you 
have with your instruments,” 
said the Cape Breton musician.

Townsend said she is nor¬ 
mally diligent about never leav¬ 
ing anything of value in her car, 
but was late arriving in Halifax 
after a weekend in Cape Breton 
and didn’t unpack the vehicle.

Parent company Groupe Or¬ 
leans Express announced a day 
earlier that it would shut down 
the service by Nov. 30 because 
it couldn’t cope with the costs 
of operating non-profitable 
routes. It said it had lost close to 
$12 million since acquiring the 
bus service in 2004. 

In Nova Scotia, Transporta¬ 
tion Minister Maurice Smith 
was less definitive about what 


he thought should be done 
once Acadian Coach lines clos¬ 
es, but said any solution would 
have to be agreed upon by all 
three provinces. 

“This is a service that’s being 
cut in all three provinces, and 
I think we are much better off 
in trying to work together than 
each individual province going 
off on its own,” Smith said. 

New Brunswick Transporta¬ 
tion Minister Claude Williams 
expressed disappointment 
with the company’s decision, 
but said he understood that 
many rural routes aren’t finan¬ 
cially viable.

The municipality’s transpor¬ 
tation committee is recom¬ 
mending Halifax regional 
council approve the first taxi- 
rate increase in seven years. 
The fee hike is part of a revised 
bylaw — T-1000 — that regu¬ 
lates taxi and limousine servi¬ 
ces in HRM. 

While the transportation 
committee is recommending 
it, it still requires approval 
from council as a whole. 

Under the proposed chan¬ 
ges, fees will increase by 8.9 per 
cent, with a modest increase in 
the initial starting fee ($3 to 
$3.09) and a one-cent increase 
for eveiy 79 metres travelled. 

An average 10-kilometre 
taxi trip would cost $19.48, 
up from the current $17.88.

If you’re a Facebook hold¬ 
out, or have chosen to 
abandon the social-media 
hangout for any number 
of reasons, be prepared to 
be labelled a misfit — or 
worse. 

The net has been abuzz 
this week about a story at¬ 
tributed to the German 
newsmagazine Der Tagess- 
piegel in which a psycholo¬ 
gist concluded that the slim 
social-media presences of 
two accused killers, Nor¬ 
wegian Anders Breivik and 
Colorado-theatre-massacre 
suspect James Holmes, were 
suspicious. 

With a global population 
of seven billion and about 
955 million registered Face- 


book users — technological 
and economic barriers not¬ 
withstanding — that’s a 
scary proposition. 

However, an immediate 
concern may be the weight 
placed on the social network 
by employers. 


While the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Public Safety 
and Correctional Services 
have backed off earlier de¬ 
mands for the Facebook 
passwords of workers to 
check their profiles for 
troubling behaviour, it’s still 


seen as a tool to vet poten¬ 
tial employees. 

“Anecdotally, I’ve heard 
both job seekers and em¬ 
ployers wonder aloud about 
what it means if a job can¬ 
didate doesn’t have a Face- 
book account. Does it mean 


they deactivated it because 
it was full of red flags? Are 
they hiding something?” 
asked a Forbes.com writer. 

And the dating game tells 
a similar story. 

Slate advice columnist 
Emily Yoffe told one woman: 
“I’m fine with people not 
having a Facebook page if 
they don’t want one. How¬ 
ever ... if you’re of a certain 
age and you meet someone 
who you are about to go to 
bed with, and that person 
doesn’t have a Facebook 
page, you may be getting a 
false name. It could be some 
kind of red flag.” 

For the digital genera¬ 
tion, that kind of senti¬ 
ment is understandable, 
said Queen’s University 
media professor Sidneyeve 
Matrix. 

“Facebook really is the 
way that you vet folks that 
you like, you cross paths 
and socialize with,” she said. 
“There’s a lot of common- 
sense wisdom there, because 
we do want to vet people.”

Going along with a guest’s 
cheeky sense of humour just 
might have netted a Winnipeg 
hotel a giant PR boost. 

As of 11:30 a.m. local time 
on Wednesday, more than 
160,000 people had viewed a 
series of photos uploaded by a 
guest at file Fairmont Hotel in 
Winnipeg only 14 hours earlier. 
The guest, identified on photo¬ 
sharing site Imgur as InGord- 
WeTrust, said that when he 
booked the room he asked for 
a pre-made pillow fort and two 
vanilla cokes under the “special 
requirements” section. 

Staff at the hotel provided 
him with instructions on how 
to build a fort, several extra pil¬ 
lows and blankets, a basket of 
free goodies and a coupon good 


for two of the requested drinks, 
made from scratch by the hotel 
staff. 

The man, Gordon Relph, 
documented the gesture by up¬ 
loading several pictures, includ¬ 
ing two pictures of himself with 
a smile on his face and photos 
of the fort he constructed. 

It quickly spread. 

“We’ve got a remarkable 
team here at the hotel,” said 


Jacques Laverene, spokes¬ 
person for the Fairmont Win¬ 
nipeg. 

“Oddly enough, this isn’t a 
one-off. We deal with an inter¬ 
esting mix of clientele here and 
we get some pretty off-the-wall 
requests. It’s part of the culture 
here at the hotel.” 

Relph, 26, said he was taken 
aback by the attention. 

“Obviously I never thought 


it would take off like this,” said 
Relph from an office in Win¬ 
nipeg, where he’s in town on 
business until Friday. 

The Kelowna-bom Calgar¬ 
ian said he’d never before 
made this kind of request from 
a hotel and that he was sur¬ 
prised when staff complied. “I 
thought, well, let’s just do it.” 

He said he used the fort and 
even slept on the floor all night.

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Court orders Tories 
to find new arbitrator 


Labour dispute. Canada 
Post's largest union 
learns via Facebook 
of Guy Dufort’s ties to 
Conservative party 


The Federal Court has ordered 
the Harper government to find 
a new arbitrator in a lingering 
dispute between Canada Post 
and its biggest union. 

In a decision released Wed¬ 
nesday, the court said arbi¬ 
trator Guy Dufort’s previous 
work for Canada Post and his¬ 
tory as a Conservative candi¬ 
date in Quebec casts doubt on 
his impartiality. 

“In light of the unique con¬ 
text of labour relations and the 
special law, the court concludes 
that a reasonable and sensible 
person might worry that the 
arbitrator is biased because of 
these two reasons,” says a sum¬ 



mary of the decision. 

The union says Dufort’s 
Facebook page contained links 
to Conservative groups under 
the “activities and interests” 
section, and he was “friends” 


on the social networking site 
with both Labour Minister 
Lisa Raitt and Tory MP Steven 
Fletcher, the junior minister re¬ 
sponsible for Canada Post. The 
links have since been removed. 

“The union has written to 
Lisa Raitt, asking that a medi¬ 
ator be appointed to facilitate 
the collective bargaining pro¬ 
cess instead of appointing an¬ 
other ’friend’ to force a winner- 
talces-all final offer selection 
on the parties as mandated by 
the back-to-work legislation,” 
CUPW said in a statement. 

The government is now con¬ 
sidering its options, and Raitt’s 
office had little to say on the 
matter. 

“Our government took ac¬ 
tion and passed a law to restore 
delivery mail to Canadians. 
We acted in the best interests 
of Canadian in doing so,” the 
minister said in a statement 
provided by her office.

Canadian home prices are like¬ 
ly to decline 10 per cent over 
the next two to three years, 
before facing a period of “pro¬ 
longed” softness in both prices 
and sales, says a new report 
from Scotia Economics. 

“The correction will be con¬ 
centrated in the Toronto and 
Vancouver markets, where sup¬ 
ply risks and affordability pres¬ 
sures have the potential to trig¬ 
ger larger price adjustments,” 
says the report by Scotia bank’s 
Global Economic Research 
Group. Pent-up demand for 
housing has been “effectively 
exhausted” by the decade-long 


housing boom, which has seen 
home ownership reach record 
levels, the report notes.

I am a rogue of sorts. A self- 
loather, perhaps. A traitor to my 
own people. 

I ride a bicycle, and I hate 
cyclists. 

It’s a moral quandary, to be 

sure. Since there’s apparently a war between bikes and cars, I 
am a king without a country. I kickstand alone. 

It’s tough, but I have little choice in the matter. Experience 
has taught me that many cyclists do not know the rules of the 
road. In fact, I’m not confident that most cyclists know there 
are rules of the road. 

This makes every bike ride I take an emotional roller¬ 
coaster. 

At first, I’m happy. This 
stage lasts a good 15 seconds. 

But then I start to tense 
up like a child with divor¬ 
cing parents, because I know 
there’s going to be yelling.

Can you im¬ 
agine if a car moved into a bike lane and honked at a cyclist 
to move? The Car vs. Bike War would go to DEFCON 1. 

As history and J.J. Abrams have taught us, it’s human 
instinct to hate The Others because you don’t know their 
perspective and therefore assume the worst. But to me it 
makes more sense to hate The Sames because I’m well aware 
of their perspective and don’t understand why they aren’t as 
good as me. 

I’m not a great cyclist by any means, but it isn’t exactly a 
high bar to jump over.

The finer the hair the thicker 
the sections need to be. 



2. French braid the crown, braiding 
towards the right ear, and tie with a 
rubber band. 



3. Braid the front section. Start 
from your left ear and work your 
way across the forehead until you 
get to behind the right ear. 



4. Once your front braid has 
reached the right side, connect it 
with the crown braid. 



5. Braid them into the remaining 
hair. Make sure to braid right down 
to the very tip. 

6. Wrap the braid going from the 
left to right around your crown 
and pin. 

7. Use three pins on each side and 
one in the center to secure your 
braid. 

8. As you go through, pull some 
pieces out at the root to make your 
braids chunkier.

Dear Donna, 

Well the good news is that 
this is relatively a simple 
process. Pour a few cups of 
white vinegar (five per cent 
alcoholic volume) into the 
coffee maker, nothing else. 

Let it sit for 10 minutes 
then turn on the coffee 
maker and run it through. 
Once finished, continue 
to run fresh clean water 


through the pipes of the 
coffee maker until the vin¬ 
egar smell is totally gone. 

Now the coffee pot is 
cleaned the same way, by 
pouring white vinegar (five 
per cent alcoholic volume) 
into the coffee pot, let it 
stand for 30 minutes then 
rinse and wash with fresh 
clean water. 

If you do this at least 
monthly, this should stop 
the coffee maker and coffee 
pot from getting mineral 
build-up. 

Cleaning the coffee mak¬ 
er and coffee pot on a regu¬ 
lar basis actually allows you 
to have a better cup of cof¬ 
fee, and keeps the machine 
in good working order.

What does buying local 
mean? And how do you do it? 

We asked Jed Goldberg, 
president of Toronto-based 
Earth Day Canada, to share 
with us the goods on buying 
local. 

WHAT IS BUYING LOCAL? 

Buying local means purchas¬ 
ing food and goods produced 
by farmers and companies in 
your region. “There are all 
different qualifiers as to what 
is your region — your region 
could be Ontario for instance, 
or southern Ontario,” he says. 
“It all depends on what your 
criteria are. But what it cer¬ 
tainly couldn’t be is the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere!” 

WHY BUY LOCAL? 

Aside from driving money 
back into your region’s busi¬ 
nesses, there are environ¬ 
mental factors to consider 
in considering buying local. 
When buying foods from 
overseas farmers, for ex¬ 
ample, there are environ¬ 
mental transportation costs 
and concerns that go into 
buying those goods. 

“There’s a good example 
right now in China cornering 
the market on garlic,” notes 
Goldberg. 

“They’re now the No. 1 
garlic producers in the world. 
So why would you buy gar¬ 
lic from China when you

can buy it from Newmarket, 
Ont.? It doesn’t make sense.” 

Goldberg adds that buy¬ 
ing from producers abroad 
also means you often don’t 
know what type of farm or 
production facility your food 
comes from. The farms, he 
notes, could be mass factory 
facilities that might not be as 
closely monitored in environ¬ 
mental or quality standards 
compared to a local producer. 

Buying local also affords 
you food that usually stays on 
the vines longer and is picked 
closer to selling time. 

“So then it’s usually go¬ 
ing to be healthier, better 
tasting and more nutritious,” 


Goldberg says. “So you’re 
paying for the freshness and 
the quality of the food when 
you’re buying local, and not 
for the transportation, the 
packaging, the refrigeration 
and all of that.” 

HOW TO BUY LOCAL 

To scout some local goods, 
visit your local farmers’ mar¬ 
ket where you can purchase 
much more than in-season 
produce. (Many markets often 
include foods such as baked 
goods, cured meats, artisan 
crafts and even clothing.) 


“Right now in Canada, the 
harvest season is coming so 
there’s the greatest available 
selection of locally grown 
food in markets across the 
country,” says Goldberg. 

If you are shopping in 
stores, however, look for cer¬ 
tifications such as the Local 
Food Plus (LFP) logo on your 
products — LFP certifies farms 
and processors who have ad¬ 
hered to sustainability and pro¬ 
duction standards. “If you see 
that logo, then it’s produced by 
somebody close to where you 
live,” notes Goldberg.

Two friends with a ton of Olym¬ 
pic histoiy made the canoe-lcay- 
ak medal podium Wednesday. 

Adam van Koeverden won 
silver in kayak, his fourth 
medal in three Olympics, in 
the K-l 1,000 metres. And train¬ 
ing partner Mark Oldershaw, a 
third-generation Olympian, 
claimed canoe bronze in the 
C-l 1,000 metres. 

Watching over both of 
them was proud coach Scott 
Oldershaw, Mark’s father. 

Van Koeverden, the reign¬ 
ing world champion, looked 
for the silver lining in silver. 
Oldershaw, who finished 10th 
in Beijing four years ago when 
nerves got the best of him, was 
bubbling over bronze. 

“(It feels) very heavy and it’s 
awesome,” a grinning Older¬ 
shaw said of the medal around 
his neck. “And I’m going to

wear it for a while.” 

After a blazing start, van Ko¬ 
everden lost gold to friend and 
longtime training partner Eirilc 
Veras Larsen of Norway in the 
final stretch. 

Larsen, 36, was the 2004 
Olympic champion and 2008 
silver medallist in the K-l 
1,000. He also won bronze in 
the K-2 500 in Athens. 

Van Koeverden won gold 
and bronze at the Athens 
Games in 2004 and a silver in 
Beijing. The gold and silver 
came in the 500 metres — 
which has since been replaced 
by a 200-metre race — and the 
bronze in the 1,000. He was 
eighth in the 1,000 in 2008. 

The 30-year-old from Oak¬ 
ville, Ont., admits Beijing was 
a hard pill to swallow. He had 
won a lot of races going into 
the 2008 Games and put a lot 
of pressure on himself. 

But he has matured over 
the years. Any disappointment 
Wednesday was tempered by 
respect for his rivals and know¬ 
ing that you can’t win them all. 

Still, van Koeverden showed 
his steely side when asked if he

had come out too fast. 

“I started the way I wanted 
to,” he said. “I was super-com¬ 
fortable. Going through the 
500 I had tons of energy. It’s 
not a case of a screwed-up race 
plan, this is a case of one guy 
in the whole world being bet¬ 
ter than me. And I can five with 
that. 

“Seven billion people, one 
guy’s better. It’s OK.” 

The two Canadians won 
their medals in vastly different 
fashions. 

Van Koeverden rocketed 
out of the start and held the 
lead until Larsen ran him down 
as the finish approached. 

Oldershaw was a full second 
out of fourth place with 250 
metres remaining but powered 
his way onto the podium. The 
29-year-old from Burlington, 
Ont., may have got silver had 
it not been for fast-charging 
David Cal Figueroa of Spain. 
Germany’s Sebastian Brendel 
won gold.

Huynh battles to bronze 
with fortuitous clinches 


Canada’s Carol Huynh won 
a bronze medal in freestyle 
wrestling at the London 
Olympics on Wednesday 
while teammate Martine 
Dugrenier came up just short 
in her bid to reach the po¬ 
dium. 

Huynh, the 2008 Olympic 
champion, beat Isabelle Sam- 


bou of Senegal to finish third 
in the 48-lcilogram category. 
The Calgary wrestler won tie¬ 
breaking clinches after each 
of the two scoreless rounds. 

She said she was elated 
with the win. 

“I didn’t want it to end in 
two clinches but you know 
what, I’ll take it,” Huynh 


said. “I wanted that bronze 
medal.” 

About a half-hour later, 
Dugrenier lost to Battsetseg 
Soronzonbold of Mongolia 
in the bronze medal bout at 
63 kilograms. Soronzonbold 
stuffed Dugrenier’s attacking 
attempts and outscored her 
in both rounds. 

There was very little ac¬ 
tual wrestling in Huynh’s last 
match as the grapplers spent 
most of the bout clutching 
and grabbing. After drawing 
the offensive position in both 
clinches, Huynh scored early 
on both occasions to take the 
rounds. 

Huynh missed out on a 
chance to wrestle for gold at 
ExCeL London North Arena 2 
when she lost to Japan’s Hito- 
mi Obara in the semifinals.
